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THE CONQUEROR OF DEATH 


Of all the Sciences, that of medicine has probably 
made the most far-reaching strides, but the most it 
can do is to prolong life; it cannot stay off death. 

Death has conquered everyone who has sought to 
conquer it, save One. Christ conquered death, and 
today we celebrate that conquest. We honor the Con- 
queror not so much because death could not hold Him 
captive, but because by His victory He demonstrated 
that He is “the Resurrection and the Life” for us as 
well as for Himself. He addressed those words to 
the sisters of His friend, Lazarus, a few weeks be- 
fore, and on Easter’'Sunday He proved their truth. 

We congratulate the Conqueror on His victory, 
having in mind the unparalleled pain and agony asso- 
ciated with the death He did undergo for our sakes. 
We rejoice with Him in His victory, ever His execu- 


: tioners, in His victory over satan and hell, and be- 
cause of the glory He won for Himself by His victory. 
Not only will “death no more have dominion over 
Him’’, but as long as eternity endures He will know 
only indescribable joy. 

We rejoice today also because Christ’s victory 
was our own, To His faithful followers death will 
have no sting, the grave no victory. ‘To us, as to St. 
Paul, “to die will be gain.” 

As on that Easter morn the angel pointed to the 
empty tomb and said “He is risen’, in like manner 
the Church consoles her children today. Death, no 
matter when it comes to us, no matter what form it 
takes, “if we die in the Lord”, wins only a temporary 
victory. The ultimate, the lasting triumph will be 
ours. ‘Time is fleet, eternity endures forever. By 
contrast, therefore, no matter how long it will be until 
the “Resurrection of the last day’, we can truly say 
“In my flesh I shall soon see my God.”
